Further the- request cannot 'be / approved because - petitioner "has/ not certified' that they' have 
delivered to the clientvor duly? authorized- agent -of representative oft the 'client all; papers and 
property (including funds) to which the client is entitled. Practitioners are not permitted to 
withdraw from representation as practitioners of record unless all the certifications are made. It 
is also noted that submitting false certification may violate a practitioner's duty under 37 CFR 
10.23(b)(4) and (b)(5).
